DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-34 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Prior art fails to show an apparatus for determining the type of liquid in a container 
comprising: a heat source disposed outside a container; a temperature sensor disposed near said 
heat source for converting the temperature of an outer wall of said container into a voltage or a 
current; a notification means capable of issuing an alert indicating that the content of said 
container is dangerous; and a control determination circuit whereby the supply of power to said 
heat source is controlled, the difference between the value of an output of said temperature 
sensor at time tl which is before or upon the supply of power to said heat source and the value of 
an output of said temperature sensor at time tl+t2, which is when a predetermined time has 
elapsed after said time tl, is compared with a predetermined threshold value, and an alert signal 
is outputted to said notification means.
